THE APOCRYPHA, 


There are reasons, the most decisive and satisfactory, 
for beheving that what 1s called the Apocrypha never 
was intended to be a part of the sacred volume—was 
not inspired of God—and is justly rejected from the 
This is an important subject, for some 
of the objections which have been adduced agaist the 
claims of the Seriptures to be the book of God, have 
been deduced from books which we Protestants

The Apoerypha, so ealled from a word which means 
Hui— The Hidden Books—books not read and perused 
publicly in the congregations ot Israel; was never written 
in the Hebrew tongue, in whieh all the rest of the Old 
Testament was written. twas never receaved or admitted 
by the Joes, to whom were divinely intrusted the Ora- 
cles of God; it is not once quoted by our Lord, nor 
by any of the apostles, as a portion of the saered vol- 
Josephus, the celebrated Jewish historian, who 
ought to know what books were recognized by his 
countrymen and co-religionists, disclaims the A poery- 
pha as a part of the Old Testament Seriptures. The 
Apocrypha was not recognized by any of the ancient 
Christian fathers, who are looked up to as being valu- 
able historians, however imperfect expositors of divine 
truth. [have in my possession the catalogues of the 
Sacred Seriptures, or canon, as recorded by the an- 
erent fathers of the Christian church. Athanasius, 
who lived in the year 340, rejects the whole of the 
Apocrypha, except one book, which he thinks may 
be inspired, ealled the Book of Baruch Hilary, 
who lived in the year 354, rejects all the Apocrypha 
Epiphanius, who lived in the year 368, rejects it all.

But we have decisive evi- 
dence that the Macabees at least is not a part of the 
Word of God, from the simple fact, that the writer 
At 
the end of the second book of Maccabees. which 1s 
received by the Church of Rome as part of the Sa- 
ered Seriptures, it is stated—** So these things being 
by Niecanor, &c., 1 also will here make an end of 
my narrative, which, if I have done well, it is what 
I desired ; but if not so perfectly, it must be pardoned 
jme,.’* Can we conceive of an inspired penman begging 
|pardon for the mistakes of his narratwet We find 
jno parallel apology in the rest of sacred writ; and this 
j very closing statement of the writer of the books of 
Maccabees, would be sutlicient to disprove all claim 
jor pretence to inspiration on his part. Jn the last 
place, the Apocrypha contains doctrines totally de- 
structive of morality. For instance in the second 
book of Maccabees (xiv. 42) we read thus ow 
as the multitude sought to rush into his house, and to 
break open the door, and to set fire to it, when he was 
ready to be taken, he struck himself with his sword, 
choosing to die nobly, rather than to fall into the 
hands of the wicked, and to suffer abuses unbecoming 
his noble birth.’’ In these words there is a distinet 
eulogium upon suicide; it is declared, that the man 
who rushed unbidden and unsent into the presence of 
his God, ‘died nobly.” To such morality as this, 
we find no parallel or counterpart in the rest of the 
sacred volume. And in the second book of Macca- 
bees, we read that “it is a holy aod wholesome 
thought to pray for the dead, that ee may be loosed 
from their sins.’’ In other portions of the Apocrypha, 
especially in the book of Tobit, which has been receiv- 
ed as inspired, it is written, ** that ve rt from in- 
justice is to offer a propiatory sacri injustice, 
and is the obtaining of pardon for sins.’ These and 
other doctrines that might be quoted from the A poo»

Fypha, contradict the plain doctrines of Scripture, and 
show that these books are not tobe confounded or iden- 
tified with the sacred volume; and that, whatever 
objections may he against the morality of the A poery- 
pha, these do not mulitate-one jot or tithe against the 
morality of what is really the Word of God. 

Some may be dispesed to ask— Does not the 
Chureh of England receive the Apocryphat’ That 
Church does not receive it as sacred Senpture. She 
expressly states, that parts, of the Apeerypha may be 
read only as containing moral lessons, but that no doc- 
trine is to be proved thereby: in other words, that the 
Apocrypha is not inspired, though portions of it, of 
which some are good, may be read, just as one of her 
homilies may be read, to the congregation. This is 
decisive as w the opinion of that Church on the non- 
inspiration of the Apocrypha! books. Perhaps, how- 
ever, it is to be regretted that the Apocrypha should 
be bound up with Holy Seripture at all. have been 
also told by ministers of the Church of England, that 
when a lesson in the Apocrypha does occur, they are 
at perfect liberty to read instead of it a portion of in- 
spired and sacred wnit.—** Is Christianuy from God?”

NEVER CROSS A BRIDGE TILL YOU COME 
TO IT. 


“ Never cross a bridge until you come to it'’’ was 
the counsel usually given by a patriarch in the minis- 
try to troubled and over-careful Christians. Are you 
troubled about the future’ Do you see difficulties 
rising in Alpine range along your path' Are you 
alarmed at the state of your business—at the uncertain- 
ties hanging over your life—at the dubious prospects 
in reserve for your children—at the gloomy contingen- 
eres which fancy sketches and invests with a sort of 
hfe-like reality—at the woes which hang over the 
cause of the Redeemer, or at any other earthly evil! 
Do not cross that bridge until you come to it. Per- 
haps you will never have occasion to crossit: and if 
you do you may find that a timid imagination has over- 
rated greatly the toil to be undergone, or has overrated 
the power of that grace which ean hghten the Chris- 
tian’s every labor. In approaching the Notch of the 
White Mountains from one direction, the traveller 
finds himself in the midst of conical hills, which seem 
to surround him as he advances and forbid further pro- 
gress. ean see but a short distance along his 
winding road ; it seems as if his journey must stop ab- 
ruptly at the base of these barriers. He begins to 
think of turning baek his horse, to escape from hope- 
less enclosure among impassable barriers. But let 
him advance, and he finds that the road curves around 
the frowning hill before him, and leads bun into other 
and still other straits, from which he finds escape sim- 
ply by advancing. Every new discovery of a passage 
around the obstructions of his path teaches him to 
hope in the practicability of his road. He cannot see 
far ahead at any time, but a passage discovers itself 
as he advances. He is neither required to turn back, 
tor to seale the steep sides of towerng bills. His 
road winds along, preserving for miles almost an exact 
level. He finds that nothing is gained by crossing a 
bridge before he comes toit’ Such is often the jours ev 
of life. How much of its toilsome ruggedness would 
he relieved by careful attention to the above admoni- 
tion! Never cross abridge till yu come to it! Or, to 
express the same counsel in a form that does not in- 
volve the charge of Hibernieism, ** Be careful of noth- 
ing ; but in everything, by prayer and supplicauion, 
with thanksgiving, let your requests be made known 
unto God, and the peace of God,“ which passeth all 
understanding,”’ shall keep (gariisen) your hearts and 
minds through Chnst Jesus.— Independent.

DANGER OF BEING IN DEBT. 

The following instroetive passage, is from the Me- 
moir of Dr. Milnor, and relates to the early part of 
his life 

‘*My next door neighbor is in debt. Upwards of 
two years ago he borrowed from me about two hun- 
dred dollars, and immediately afterwards one hundred 
and ten more. The latter sum he engaged to return 
in twenty-four hours. I have never received a shilling 
of these sums in money: but as he is a book-seller, | 
have, at his earnest solicitation, taken books of him 
to the amount of nearly two-thirds of the demand. 
His note for the balance is now due, and he urges me 
to take Viner’s Abridgment, which satisfies the debt, 
except thirty or forty dollars. 

During the whole of the time since the !oan, he 
has persevered in a system of cringing prevarication 
and promises, which he must have known at the time 
he dealt them out, he never would fulfil. Various 
artifices ; false tales, shifts, and pretences, he has 
made use of; and I have been the dupe of them. I 
cannot believe him to be so destitute of feeling as not 
to be mortified and degraded in his own estimatien, 
by the imagined necessity of resorting to them. But 
in the one case or the other, Lam unable to point to 
myself a more humiliating situation for a human be- 
ing to stand in. / 

I have derived from this transaction two pieces of 
instruction, which are in my view, an adequate com- 
pensation for the whole sum, had such an event hap- 

ned. 
ar To be cautious of hastily and unadvisedly lend- 
ing money to a man of whose ability and punctuahty 
lam not well assured, unless it be accompanied by 
adequate security. 

2. To adhere religiously to a determination which I 
formed at the moment of commencing business, never 
to incur a debt which I have the remotest apprehen- 
sion of being unable, or even finding it inconvenient to 
discharge. And, in order constantly to possess the 
means of keeping this resolution, whatever my income 
may be, always to live within it,””

| remarking, that it is God's love alone, as revealed to 
‘usin the Bible, that can give us an intelligent an- 
swer to this question; and after showing that Poly- 
theism, Deism, Atheism and Infidelity, all fail to
